Interstate Commerce Commission Re- 


cruiting Army of Experts to 


Obtain Value of Railroad 


Systems. 


The stupendous 
character' of the 


work involved in the physical valua- 
tion 
of 
railroads 
by the Interstate 


Commerce Commission is emphasized 
in a statement issued tonight by the 
Civil Service Commission, which is 
charged 
with recruiting 
the 
vast 


army of experts and other employes 
required 
for the 
undertaking. 
The 


1 first of the examinations in this new 
field of civil service employment,, will 
be held in all of the states and in the 
territories of Hawaii and Porto Rico, 
on July 21 and Z'A. So great is the 
interest 
among those seeking em- 


ployment that already 
about 20,000 


inquiries have been received at Civil 
Service headquarters. 
From all parts 


of the country, letters have poured in 
at the rate of from 600 to 1,000 daily 
since the announcement on June 24 oi 
the first examination. 


Not only will a large force be re- 


quired to complete the initial work ot 
appraising the valuation of all of the 
railroads of the 
country, but after 
the final figures are obtained 
it is 


probable that a considerable number 
will be required to keep the informa- 
tion up to date. 
Thus 
it will 
be 


seen that the work about to be un- 
dertaken will be 
permanent 
for a 
great number of employes under the 
Civil Service. 
Those1 who are 
ap- 


pointed when the work starts and 
make good, naturally 
will have the 


best chance for advancement. As the 
undertaking is entirely in its infancy, 
it is impossible to tell how long a 
task it will be, but it is estimated 
that it will require about live years.

At this season of the year there la 


such a wealth of fruits and vegeta- 
bles that we should have something 
in salads and fruits at least onice a 
day upon our tables. It would be wise 
for those who blame the salad for at- 
tacks of indigestion to look into the 
salad dressing for much of the trouble. 
Mustard in any quantity is decidedly

Randolph in Sermon at 


Union Serv'rces Commends Ef-

"Janesville needs a new declara- 
tion of independence;" said the Rev. 
Dr. Randolph of Milton in his sermon 
at the union services in the Congre- 
gational church last evening. "It is 
as much in need oE one as were the 
thirteen colonies in 1776, and the tyr- 
anny it should crush is the tyranny of 
the "saloon. 
1 am told that many of 
your businessmen are afraid to take 
a stand on the "subject of the saloon 
because of fear of a boycott instituted 
by the liquor interests. It is time the 
people of your city threw off his des- 
potism and permitted its forces for 
guod to assert themselves. . 


"You 
have made a good beginmn_ 
in reducing the number of the saloons 
from fifty-two to forty-two. 
The ac- 
complishment in itself 
is not great, 
but it is a recognition of the fact that 
the business is dangerous to the public 
welfare that the public has a right to 
put them out of business." 
These significant and timely state- 


ments were made in the course of a 
sermon on independence, the speaker 
taking as his text the tenth verse of 
the second chapter of Luke: 
"And the angel said unto them, fear 
not; for, behold. I bring you good tid- 
ings of great joy, which shall be to 
all the people." 
"Back in 177C a hand of patriots on 
the fourth of July drew up a declara- 
tion which opened with these words: 
"We hold these truths to be self-
